LONDON, . Feb. 2%5.—Marie Corelli, the 
novelist, has given the world a satirical esti- 
mate of her rivals in literature and expressed 
her independence of the reading public in a 
characteristic letter to a Birmingham newe- 
paper, which printed a paragraph asking 
what had become of her. 

After declaring that she is alive and in the 
possession of all her faculties, Miss Corelli 
says: 

“1 certainly have withdrawn for a while 
into a retired corner of the literary arena, 
overpowered by the crowd of stupendous 
geniuses (according to the published adver- 
tisements) who occupy it, and, considering it 
but just and decent to stand aside out of the 
glittering galaxy of these many marvels of 
the age, who, if the publishers’ advertise- 
ments and newspaper booms mean anything 
can be nothing less than Shakspeare and the 
classics reémbodied. 

“1 am not waiting until the clouds roll by, 
but only until the dazzling procession of pub- 
lisher# planets sweeps onward in its bril- 
liant course, leaving trails of Shaw, Conrad, 
Chesterton, and De Morgan fire behind them. 
Then I may venture humbly forth with a lit- 
tle book. 

I have never suited the Ilterary taste of 
Birmingham, though this distressing state 
of things has not yet moved me to tears. 

“I do not care in the least whether Birm- 
ins nam booksellers sell my books. What the 
readers want they will have. If they do not 
want me-I do not want them, and there need 
be no strained relations between us.”

Seven Witnesses Examined.

T. H. Kinnaird were called tu see Mrs. Simp- 
eon. He said they found her lying across a 
bed bleeding from a bullet wound in her 
right temple.. As she was in 4 dying condi- 
tion, he did not probe the wound. He said he 
saw no traces of powder burr., but that there 
was considerable blood about the bed clothing 
and in Mrs. Simpson's hair. He did not see 
a pistol. He testified there was no evidence 
of a struggle. 

Dr. Kinnaird corroborated the evidence 
given by Dr. Barrow. 


Wife in Good Spirits. 

Laurence Simpson, husband of the de- 
ceased, testified that he and his wife had 
breakfast about 9 o’clock and that she was 
in her usual good spirits. They read the morn- 
ing papers together. The witness seid he 
then went to talk to a colored hired man, 
Joe Carter, whose room was in the -ear part 
of the house. He was with Carter over an 
hour, he said. 

When I returned to the sitting room be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock,” the witness testi- 
fied, “I expected to find my wife there, and 
not finding her, I went upstairs to our room 
and found her lying on the bed with a bullet 
wound in her right temple.” 

The pistol used was lying on the bed beside 
the body when the witness found it. He said 
he examined the pistol after the shooting and 
in a frenzy threw it across the room. The 
pistol was kept in a drawer at the head of 
the bed and his wife knew it was there. 


Daughter Wrote Cheerful Letters. 

Dr. Wilder of Chicago, father of Mrs. 
Simpson, testified that his daughter was of 
a happy disposition and that letters she had 
written home since her marriage were of the 
most cheerful character. 

He had a letter from her two days before 
the shooting in which she told of what was 
going on at the farm and extended an in- 
vitation to her parents to visit her.

r. Truax opened the debate by reading «a 
paper in which he declared that druggiste are 
not trained to dispense medicines for sick peo- 
ple and that modern drug stores have degen- 
erated into places where the drug department 
is a side line to ice cream, cigars, fancy goods, 
and proprietary remedies. 

“Physicians should dispense their own medi- 
eines,“ said he. Just why druggists assume 

nership over prescriptions is not quite clear, 
8 it is on the ground that they need the 
money. Frequent errors. occur and human life 
is ‘sacrificed from errors committed by care- 
less and ignorant druggists.

“rrors would not occur if doctors dispensed 
themesives, and substitution, so much practiced 
by the druggists, would not occur. Druggists 
today are usugping the functions of the doctor 
by counter prescribing. The fact is doctors 
not only. lose control of prescriptions, but of 
the patients as well. Dispensing physicians 

retain their patients for years. 

“Dosing and drug habits are formed as 4 
result of the prescription system. Drussists 
today treat more patients over the counter 
than doctors do in their offices. There are two 
drug syndicates in this country controlling a 
string of 25,000 drug stores all over the coun- 
try... These syndicates manufacture a series 
of proprietary remedies and pamphlets are is- 
sued intended to drill clerks to prescribe for 
patients. 

“T suggest that it be made a criminal offense 
for druggists to prescribe for patients suffering 
from serious ailments.” 

“Druggists are not in competition with 
physicians, but they, are in red hot competition 
with physicians’ supply houses,” replied Pedigo.
